The Hal #1 Aim* ^ivea enoDunging news once more of 
the aa lea of tfutfan cotton. At yesterday 1 a at] at ion. 20,716 bales 
were up for sale and all were sold 11 In the twinkling of an eye*. 
Economic observers consider this quick sale as a record. 

All the cotton was sold at prices higher than the reserve 
prices sat by the Oezlra Beard adialnstretlon* The w Hal el A on* 
to reassure the roedor, points out that the reserve priced 
have been Increased twice recently f the first time on the 
7th of this month and again on Ihe l4fcfc; the second increase 
coming into force yesterday. 

The increase on the reserve price for Sakellarldls 
was between 70 arid 100 piastres per tentsr, on the Lambert 
reserve price between b and 40 piastres per tentar and on 
t fie Juba Mountains cotton about 2u piastres per Icantar* 

A reliable authority has explained this run on 
cotton and increase in prices by the fact that the desmnJ 
Is nearing exhaustion, fhe "Rai el Amr asks what would 
have been the situation had our producers been able to 
supply higher grades and in large quantities?
